Appalling loses in America through 


waste by fire were emphasized in a 
stirring appeal for fire prevention 
t>y Governor B. A. Nestos before 
tbe Biamarek Botary club at the Me- 
Kenzjfi hotel this noon. 


"President Coohdge," said GOT. 


Ncstos, "fixed yesterday as national 
fire prevention day. It was the an- 
nueisary of the great Chicago fin. 
In this state I fixed by proclamation 
an entire week in waieh to consider 
ways and means to cot down the ap- 
palling loss through fire. 


"There are about 22 causes of fire 


and out of this number 12 are abso- 
lutely preventable and of the re- 
maining 10 causes most of them by 
the exercise of precaution can be 
prevented. Daring the last year the 
property loss in the United States 
frun fire reached the staggering fig- 
ure\>f $921,000,000. Just consider 
•what this would mean if such an ad- 
ditional sum were available for items 
of education, relief work, support of 
the navj. In addition there were/»it into a negiar double play, Ky« 
15,000 deaths from fire and 17,000 
persons were crippled for life. 
It 


means that there is a fire every min- 
ute of the day and that' every four 
minutes a home is wiped oat by this 
fire\ menace. 
When you consider 


that 480,000 vetches are lighted 
every minute ia America {he chances 
of fire are great. Special precaution 
mast be taken to prevent fires in 
view of this fact. 


"The fire loss per capita in 1912 


was $2.16 and it has increased in 
the last ten years until in 1922 it 
was $4.76, a 120 per cent increase. 
In Great Britain tbe per capita loss 
in 1922 was only 72 cents. There is 
no reason why this nation which 
prides itself upon its efficiency can- 
not duplicate what Great Britain has 
done in eliminating fire losses." 
- L. H. Richmond of the October 
program committee introduced Gov- 
ernor Nestoa. P. E. Byrne, chair- 
man of the Association of Commerce 
fire prevention week committee was 
present as a guest and told of the 
plans to survey the city from » fire 
hazzard standpoint. A campaign is 
being conducted in the city schools.

UNDER YOUR FEET 
Charles Darwin lound 53,0'00 “lishworms” in the aver- 
agt' acre of British .soil. 
The number was around half a 
million an acre where the soil was exceptionally rich. 
Right now is the busiest season of the year for earth­ 
worms. Wherever the autumn winds are making withered 
leave.s flutter to the earth, our old friend fishworm is drag­ 
ging the dead leaves into his tunnels, there to rot and enrich 
the soil. 
Professor .1. Arthur ’fhom.son, in “The Outline of 
Science,” records that, on the average, the fishworms in an 
acre of ground pass 10 tons of soil through their bodies each 
year—“and they have been doitig this for many millions of 
years.» They cover the surface at the rate of three inches in 
15 years, and they are thus continually circulating the soil. 
An age-long ploughing field, which was so thickly covered 
with hard flints that it was known as The Stony Field, was 
left untouched for 30 years, after which a horse could gallop 
from one end to the other without ever sriking a stone.” 


Darwin wrote this: 
“The plough is one of the most 
ancient and most valuable of man’s inventions; but long 
before he existed the land was, in fact, regularly ploughed 
by earthworms. It may be doubted whether there are many 
other animals which have played so important a part in the 
history of the earth as have these lowly organized crea­ 
tures.” 
The earthworm made life on earth possible for man. W'e 
couldn’t continue existing, without its assitance at preparing 
the soil for the food we eat and for the trees so chemically 
necessary in our system of air supply. 
• . Despite the earthworm’s important function in nature’s 
scheme of things, a lot of us are surprised to learn that it 
has a purpose other than to be used as fish bait.

United States Army Air Serv­ 
ice Has Set Heart on Get­ 
ting to the Ceiling 
V 
By NEA Service 
Dayton, O., Oct. 11.—A shot at the 
moon! 
Ten miles above the earth’s surface 
— ten miles awoy from the world we 
know — w h ere/th e tem perature is 
terrifically lo# and the atmosphere 
so thin a human being cannot live 
without artificial aid! 
Thi.s is the goal the'U nited States 
Army Air Servic 
has its heart set 
on. 
Uncle Sam wants to determine 
the “absolute ceiling" for airplanes 
and one of his most distinguished 
flyers, the intrepid Lieut. John A. 
Macready, who set an official alti­ 
tude record of 34,B09 feet th at stood 
two years, is going to try to find it. 
The new offical record is held by 
Sadi Lecointe, the Frenchman, who 
reached 35.100 feet last August, but 
Macready, famous also for his non­ 
stop coast-to-coast flight with Lieu­ 
tenant Kelly, has an unofficial record 
of 40,800 feet. 
The ceiling may be higher; at any 
rate, Macready is getting ready to 
shoot for it some time this fall at 
McCook Field here and will use the 
same Le Pere plane he used before. 
With this in view. Dr. Sanford A. 
Moss has perfected a new super­ 
charger, or engine oxygen booster, 
which will make possible the attain­ 
ment of higher altitude records than 
are- at present known.

D., Oct. 11.—That the wheat problem of the United States 
n n a t be considered in its international aspects as wheat is placed on 
a world tnarket, that it is a long-time problem which cannot he fully 
answered -by but temporary relief, that the wheat problem Is one which 
stffects not only the wheat belt as such, but embraces all tsrm ers who 
grow wheat, are the elgnlflcant points emphasized yesterday by 
C>r. John Lee Coulter, president of the North Dakota Agricultural 
college, in his address •to assembled farmers, bankers, business men 
and agricultural leaders assembled at the seventeenth annual session 
OÍ the Intenmtional Farm Congress in Kansas City. 
Urging diversified 
farming as a 
permanent remedy for the evils of 
the wheat eituation, and the adoption 
of a better marketing system, the 
building 
up 
of consumption 
de­ 
mands, the reorganization of produc­ 
tion and the lowering of transporta­ 
tion costs. President Coulter outlined 
a policy which he declared to be one 
that would put the wheat 
farmer 
back on his feet and yet would not 
be tearing down one industry in or­ 
der to build up another. 
The address as delivered at Kan- 
aaa City yesterday follows: 


Problem of Wheat Beit 
Any attempt to analyze the pro­ 
blem of the wheat growers of the 
United 
States 
must 
necessarily 
touch upon three phases of the sub­ 
ject. 
First; 
It is not enough to review 
the wheat Situation in the United 
States alone. It it neceiaary to note 
the general world situation because 
wheat ia a non-perishable product 
and moves easily from nation to na­ 
tion. 
Second: 
It ia not enough to ro- 
viow the immediate 
aitaation,—the 
situation as it exista today. 
It is 
necessary to review the 
movement 
over a aeriea of years, becsute wheat 
ia non-perishable and large aurplui 
amounts may be earried over from 
one year to another. Also wheat and 
whoM substitutes are so universally 
grown over the world that the acre- 
^ag« can be expanded or contracted 
vary rapidly if producers are in­ 
formed and wish to expand or con­ 
tract. Finally, there are 
years of 
extraordinary yields both high and 
low which may 
pila np surpluses 
6r wipe them out. 
Third: It ii not enough to review 
the situation in the aocalled special 
wheat belt or areas. 
It is equally 
naoaasary to taviaw tha 
situation 
throughout tha country on the mil­ 
lions of diversified farms as wall 
aa on the much amallor number of 
apocial wheat growing farms. 
Intanwtloeial Problem 
■Wheat being asaentially non-par- 
ishabla and aaty to measure, grade 
and store, is a itandard intemtaional 
product, espocially since people all 
over the world give it a permanent 
place in their diet. All people use 
wheat or other cereal in the form of 
bread or other similar form .. Tha 
United Stetea has almost from colon­ 
ial days productd more than the re- 
quirementa of the people at home.. 
In other words, the United States 
has been an exporting nation. She 
hha therefore contributed to 
the 
world enpply. Her exported bnrplue 
has had to compete with the cheap­ 
est wheat from any and all of the 
other conntiice end this ia turn hat 
•atabliahcd the batie price for tho 
wheat consumed at home. 
While 
ttere was still an abundance of free 
lend and while immigration moved 
without restraint and labor w«a cheap, 
this country could competa with the 
world in the markets of the world. 
Tariff on imports so far as wheat 
was concerned was merely an expres­ 
sion of policy end had no beneficial 
effect, beeeuae grain was constantly 
flowing out end down over the dam 
•ad dever trying to climb up and in. 
No More Free U od 
But now free lend may be consid­ 
ered as a matter of history and im­ 
migration is now reatricted. Impor­ 
tant items of rent or interest and 
of wages must now be counted in 
the cost of producing wheat. Furth­ 
ermore the wheat area has gradually 
spread from the Atlantic Coast west­ 
ward •until now almost all parts of 
tho country have tried wheat and 
have tun their course ea special 
wheat areaa. 
No longer are there 
any great etietcbes within' the Unit-r 
ed Sutes available to use for atriet- 
ly wheat growing purposes. Lower 
yields due to many causes pAit al­ 
so be considered 
in the .Increaaed 
cost of production per bo*bal. 
It would seem quitq/'definite that 
there are no longer any Urge special 
wheat areas in the 
Uniud SUtca 
which ean compete with the world 
market, on auount of aueh items ns 
rent,, interlht, wagea. transporUtion, 
high ceet of ail other items entering 
into production and low yields. 
It 
may be enetker quarter of s century 
or even longer before epeeiel wheat 
growing areas in other perU of the 
world will have run*the(r course. In 
the meantime the eituétion Within 
the United SUfes is perfectly clear. 
That ii to say there ora few if any 
Urge etrotches where opecUlixed 
wheat growing 'eaa now bo mainUin- 
ed at world mnrket prieoa.

Thus it may be said that the price 
of wheat has reached a general min­ 
imum for the world and no extraor­ 
dinary surplus is likely to be car­ 
ried over so long at the market for 
poultry and eggs, pork, beef and oth­ 
er dairy products, wool, etc., remains 
firm. 
In other 
words, while 
live 
stock producU mainUin the preaent 
general level wheat priee cannot go 
farther down or wheat will be fed to 
livestock in 
Urge 
quantities and 
farmers will turn to the production 
of feed of different kinds. 
> 
But, aa noted above, 
tpkcialited 
wheat growing is impostibU at the 
present world 
prices. 
In 
general 
ever the United BUtea, because of 
Tabor shortage, high wages, the high 
cost of everything else entering into 
wheat production, end the feet that 
free rent is e matter.of history, cith­ 
er rent or 
interest must now be 
counted in as part of the cost. Thete 
facts together with low yields make 
wheat growing in apecialized 
dts- 
tricts or belts unprofitable wit}i the 
present world market. 
Let ut frankly face the fact that 
there is no possibility of raising the 
world's market except when there U 
a short crop 
for the 
ktfrld as a 
whole. It is unthinkable that the ha- 
tioni of the earth could get togeth­ 
er. In fact the ^ consumers of the 
world want if any thing lower, prices 
rather than higher. 
‘ 
Caanot Rolae Prlcm 
> 
Since it is inconceivable that the 
world priee can be raised without a 
world shortage, and since wheat een- 
liot be produced on the present priee 
basis, in- specialized wheat growing 
belts in the United States we face 
eleeriy two alternatives. These ere 
—drst, we must eitheir dump «ur aur- 
plue wheat produced on Américch 
farms, on to the-world market at 
world prices and force American con­ 
sumers to make up- the loss—thM 
make wheat growing profltáble ..jin- 
der these eircumstances, or we must 
stop raising wheat as a special^iyd 
form of farm operation over great 
stretches of the oountry. 
. 
' It is unthinkabU th a t. our farm- 
era will try to- compete with tho 
world unlees they aCo willing to fort- 
gq all of the eoraforta of modern 
citisenihip or-live the lives of peons 
or serfs. 
We do not with tor this 
condition in our country,, even H 
farmers were willing to live in this 
way. We have therefore clearly be­ 
fore ua the two practical altefna- 
tivea. 
• 
Adopt Loog-llme View. 
American people, 1 believe, woUld 
not be milling aa a long-time or per- 
mnnent policy to agreo to support­ 
ing an agricultural program which 
contemplated over-production at los­ 
ing prices, especially if the Amer­ 
ican people Were asked to carry the 
losses. 
If on the average we pro­ 
duced two hundred million buahets 
more than Our requirements at yU 
loss of 60 cents per bushel it w^uld 
be a loss of one hundred miHhm dol- 
lers per year. 
. 
If these two hundre^million bus- 
hele were sold at ^wdrld prices and 
American consuipeTs were asked to 
make up this>Iosa of one hundred 
million d o l^n either through taxa­ 
tion or b^ paying higher prices for 
their bread, I am satisfled that the 
Ameriekn people would not agree te 
the. 'policy. 
As a matter of long­ 
time view, therefore, it is hopeless

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great spring Wheat belts but also on 
the general farms of the nation. 
A government and a people who 
will ask special groups such as 
farmers are to make apch a sacriflce 
during a period of^war could very 
well show their appreciation at the 
'close of the war, at least as a ahort- 
time policy with proper warning, so 
that farmers might bs able to rt-ot^ 
ganize their farming operation to a 
sound peaca-time bsaia. 
It would 
be aurprising to me if the farmers 
of this country would support any 
state or federal administration w'hich 
failed to thus deal fairly with them. 
It is true that a succeeding admin­ 
istration of an opposite party might 
equally fail to do adequate Justice 
but at least the farmers would hsve 
expressed themselves in a language 
which is understood best by those in 
public life. 
Adoph Direrslfleadton. 
Earlier I briefly discussed the in­ 
ternational characteristic of wheat 
production and censumpfion. 
I fol­ 
lowed this with a brief review of 
temporsry measures which might 
very well be taken by a national gov­ 
ernment or a people to protect an 
industry which had been over-ex­ 
panded as a war measure in response 
to. the government’s patriotic call. 
Let us now turn to the matter of 
permanent/or long-time policy. Any 
far-seeing, qualified student of the 
problem, I think, will clearly recog­ 
nize that no nation or people are 
likely over an indefinite period to 
make up déficits for any one class. 
To do this is sn unsound, economic 
policy.

Assuming furthermore that our 
government may at last provide tem­ 
porary protection, what should bo 
the long-time program T - Clearly' it 
seems that it can only be one of 
organized diversified fanning. It ia 
needless for me in this short address 
to attempt to lay out the plans fbr 
thp whept belts of Texps, or North 
Dakota, or any of the states between, 
or for any other of the special wheat 
growing belts. Each state must work 
this out for itself in co,-Operation 
with the Federal departments. 
The system will vary from state 
to state. Suffice it to'say that white 
at the present time wheat is the out­ 
standing American crop menaced by 
the world situation, other great sta­ 
ple crops Bueh as eotten, may any 
year find itself in the- some situa­ 
tion.

■It mnet - be-' reeocnlsed, however, 
that this it not a- matter of a few 
days. 
Many^great areas cannot be 
completely re’-orga'nised over a period 
of- ten to 'twdnty-five years.' 
Farmers believing in the special 
wheat growing and called upon by 
the government to pursue thiapoliey 
hove gone'heavily into debt and for 
them it is a -matter of a deeade or 
longer before thrfy can get reorgan­ 
ised without very special help and 
in' faeh kloubtless hundreds of thou- 
■inds win lose their ferrae in the 
process unlees tome very especial 
good fortune comet both as regards 
Federal reorganization of our prob­ 
lem and an improved world situation. 
An vpolicy therefore must 'have in 
i^tnd a considerable period of years. 
State departments of agriculture, 
agrieoltural organizations, the agri- 
eultunil and general press and our 
federal and state government 
offi­ 
cials as well as the Agricultural col­ 
lege and Experiment stations must 
lend a hand. 
^ 
Acta For Wheat Fanner 
Such an address as this, brief as 
it ia would be pronounced faulty if 
the speaker failed to touch 
upon 
other 
proposals 
made, 
especially 
since many of them have both tem­ 
porary and permanent 
merit 
and 
will be of real service to the wheat 
growers. 
In this 
address, I have 
tried, principally, however, to point 
out the 
world 
situation and 
the 
broad, general 
program which we 
must all follow if we are to be sav­ 
ed. 
Under these special topies which 
I shall barely 
mention there are 
those who would óarry on campaigns 
for an increase in the consumption 
of wheat and wheat products, and 
this is wejl. If demand ean be in- 
erease^ it will show itself in the 
prTces paid unless surpluses increase 
correspondingly, and so I would say 
ail strength to the hands of those 
who are trying to increase consump­ 
tion. 
There are those who 
would 
devote thair time to decreased pro­ 
duction, especially decreased 
acre­ 
age. 
This ia very well but in a large 
measure is uscleae as an ‘organised

solve the problem of tho whoat farm­ 
er by reducing hie taxes. 
While taxes are high, in fact un­ 
reasonably and unnecessarily high, 
it should bo pointed out that taxes 
are a comparatively insignificant 
item in the cost of prodneing a bus­ 
hel of wheat. I believe I see befare 
me a wave of public aentiment ris­ 
ing on the horizon which within the 
next decade or two will wi|io away, 
or at least consolidate hhndreda up­ 
on hundreds of municipal, state and 
national commissions and boards. 


Taxes Not the Solution 
Taxes can and should bo produced 
both local, state and national but 
this alone would not solve the farm­ 
ers' problem or cbntribnto-.in large 
measure to tbit end. There are those 
who point to transportation charges 
as being beyond all rOaiOB. 
It js 
perfectly clear that transpoctetion 
is at the preaent time addihg npte 
large share'Of the price reeoivod by 
the grower for hie produet, but all 
public records seem, to indicate, that 
transportation • companioa nto ■ not 
making excessive profits, nnlOss, in­ 
deed, we go back to tho oriylnnl is­ 
sue of stocks, bonds and btllor se­ 
curities upon which wo ore. at the 
present time paying interaa^ in - the 
form of freight rates. 
But if we attack those values must 
we not at the 
same timq a tte ^ 
values'of sill properties iu the eities, 
towns and villages and tha -vainos of 
farm'lands as'well. Indeo4 tiM-en­ 
tire basis of our Americai^ ,aystem 
of private' 
ownership'of "property 
must stand' or fall and therefore let 
ui recognise that there see in gen­ 
eral no oxcessivfe profits boi.n¿. made 
by those who have invostmentot in 
transportation systems if„our pu]>lic 
reports áre to'bo rOlied upon.

-New .Market Boatos 
It would seem to me that tho true 
way to reduce oiir 
transportation 
chB|ges is, first, to distribute the 
movement of our products 
evodly 
over the year,, and aecond, to reduce 
the cost by actually ohortenlng Uis 
distance to tho market by some ouch 
program as the St. Lawrence canal. 
Such moaturoo os those would in the 
course of a few years reduce the coat 
by bushel when 
measured by the 
world market eight or '10 cents and 
this alone would measure the mar­ 
gin of profit or Ipss. -I'would say 
all strength to the hands of those > 
who. are striving for the deep water 
way to the Atlantic and also to thooo 
who are trying to distribute mot# 
evenly the movement of our . Ism 
products throughout the aeaaon. 
There are those Who Would rcduee 
the cost of. everything which tho 
farmer-must buy. This could readi­ 
ly be done either by repealing the 
Immigration Law and bringing in n 
flood of'cheap labor, lowering wagaa, 
and in general bringing 'down coats 
of production' of all other materiato 
or á repeal of all tariffs, mus per­ 
mitting a flood of cheaper materiato 
to move in from other 
countrica. 
This in itself would force the cutf 
ting of wages and reducing of cohte 
of production in order that Ameri­ 
can manufacturers might compete 
with foreign goods. I for one wottld 
not commend either of these s^n- 
tions. I would say when ninety por-i 
cent of our commerce, manufactur­ 
ing, transportation, finance and pll 
other activities will 
prosper 
why 
tear down all these while trying to 
improve the condition of a apeetol 
group, eapoelally when the condition 
of that group could so readily be im­ 
proved by a policy as,8oand from the 
standpoint of economics and govern­ 
ment'aa any of thp''other polieios, 
whether it ..he. imthigration restric­ 
tion, the protective tariff, the Feder­ 
al Reaerve program- or other.'
